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INTRODUCTION 



Department of Manufactures 

by 
CHARLES H. GREEN, CHIEF. 

The civilization of a nation is reflected by its manufactures. Science and in- 
dustry, applied to natural resources, contribute to the development of mankind by 
lessening his burdens, allowing leisure for cultural pursuits with accumulative bene- 
fits affecting each succeeding generation. 

The primary wealth of a nation lies in its natural resources. The increase 
oiF wealth through the transformation of raw material into finished articles of com- 
merce in the United States alone in 191 3 amounted to more than $10,500,000,- 
000. A further idea of the importance of manufacture is gained when the fact 
is recited that some 275,000 manufacturing concerns are interested in the display 
made at the Panama-Pacific International Elxposition; that 6,000,000 wage- 
earners are on the payrolls of these establishments; and that approximately 100,- 
000,000 consumers look to these industries for their supplies. The importance 
which manufacture assumes in the world's affairs is expressed in the number of 
exhibit palaces devoted to this use in the Panama-Pacific Intemational Ejq;)osition. 
The Palace of Manufactures and the Palace of Varied Industries, containing the 
exhibits of the Department of Manufactures, adjoin the Tower of Jewels on the 
east, and facing the Avenue of Palms, form a quarter of the main group 
of Exhibit Palaces, the facade of each palace being of different design, to har- 
monize with the Court effect connecting the various palaces. 

The interior construction is especially designed with regard to the require- 
ments of exhibitors in the display of their products. The aisle plan is that of city 
Uocks, all avenues running east and west; streets north and south. 

The specific lines of trade represented in this mammoth di^lay are manifold, 
covering hundreds of industries, including not only the goods one would find in 
the principal retail shops of a large city, but also everything that goes into the 
interior finish and decoration of public and private dwellings, including the plumb- 
ing, heating and ventilating, lighting, art wares, and certain forms of machmery. 

The following classification, each item carrying numerous subdivisions, rep- 
resents the general scope of products embraced in the Department of Manufactures 
and Varied Industries:

In the Palace of Manufactures proper, where the idea of utility controls, there 
are two great divisions; one inclusive of heating, hardware, glass, lighting and 
merchandise in woods and metals; in the other, clothing, textiles, etc. In the 
Palace of Varied Industries, where ornamentation of the beautiful controls, are 
installed the articles which add to use, such as the contents of the House Beautiful. 

Of the total vast area embraced within the spacious confines of these great 
structures, 55 per cent of the floor space is given over to the exhiUtion of the 
products of American manufacturers, and 45 per cent to those of the foreign na- 
tions. The United States exhibits are arranged in industrial groups, while the 
foreign displays are classified according to nationality. 
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HOW TO LOCATE AN EXHIBIT 

The Palace of Manufactures is laid out in blocks, which are 
consecutively numbered from 1 to 33, inclusive, as shown on the 
floor plan. The aisles are designated as streets (First to Eighth) 
running north to south, and as avenues (A to D), from east to west. 
To locate an exhibitor refer to the name, alphabetically arranged 
under the exhibit group to which each belongs in the official classi- 
fication, and note the aisles location following each name. Street 
and Avenue signs are erected at their intersection on the corners of 
all blocks. 

All Exhibits entered in this Catalogue are located in the Palace 
of Manufactures, unless otherwise indicated after the entry. The 
following are abbreviations used in this Catalogue to designate other 
Exhibit Palaces :

As Agriculture is the most fundamental and varied of the Industries, the 
exhibition of all that pertains to agricultural pursuits and the production of 
food products is planned on a scale of magnitude and diversity that reflects 
its importance and multiform character. 

The exhibits are contained principally in two Palaces — the Palace of 
Agriculture — embracing a floor area of over seven acres, and the Palace of 
Food Products covering about five and one-fourth acres. All of the exhibits 
are of the most interesting and instructive character. All the features are of 
extreme interest and importance in their bearing on the agricultural systems 
existing in all agricultural countries of the world. 

Modem intensive, scientific agriculture in all branches is shown in com- 
prehensive instructive detail. 

From agriculture comes the products — the foodstuffs — that build the 
temple that enshrines the soul. The reduction of primary agricultural products 
to prepared nourishing foods, under the most scientific and sanitary methods 
is shown instructively, and the possibilities of educational value therefrom are 
incalculable. 

Each Group, numbering twenty-two, and each Class, numbering one 
hundred and sixteen, covering the entire field of primary agriculture, food prod- 
ucts, and forestry, are fully shown. 
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HOW TO LOCATE AN EXHIBIT 

The Palace of Agriculture is laid out in blocks, which are con- 
secutively numbered from 1 to 47, inclusive, as shown on the floor 
plan. The aisles are designated as streets (First to Tenth), running 
north to south, and as avenues (A to E), from east to west. To 
locate an exhibitor refer to the names, alphabetically arranged under 
the exhibit group to which each belongs in the official classification, 
and note the aisle location following each name. Street and Avenue 
signs are erected at their intersection on the corners of all blocks.

INTRODUCTION 



Department of Mines and Metallurgy

The Palace of Mines and Metallurgy is situated at the northeast corner of 
the main group of Elxhibit Palaces, fronting the Marina and flanked by the 
Avenue of Progress. Its southwest comer adjoins the beautiful Court of Abun- 
dance, an architectural gem symbolizing the successive geologic stages of the 
world's development, the dynamic agencies of earth, air, water and (ire. The 
thought of evolution is strikingly brought out in the embellishment of this building 
by the spontaneity with which all architectural lines flow into sculptural oma" 
mentation. The Court is wonderfully enriched by the magnificent Brangwyn 
mural paintings. One of these panels on the southwestern corner of the Palace 
depicts a group of mediaeval artisans working metals with fire. The Palace is 
rectangular in form and covers an area of roughly six acres, surmounted by a 
dome 165 feet in height. 

The Department of Mines and Metallurgy deals with the natural mineral 
resources (metallic, non-metallic and fuels) of the world; their exploration and 
exploitation; their conversion into metal; their manufacture into structural forms 
and into raw materials for the various industries. 

The object of the Mines and Metallurgical exhibit is two fold. First, to 
draw attention to the natural mineral resources of each country, state and com- 
munity so that the public may learn of the mode of occurrence of the minerals 
and metals of commerce and of their distribution; of the stage of development of 
the various countries and districts; of present and possible future sources of 
supply and consumption; of general market and trade conditions in the many 
industries which are based on the utilization of mineral resources. Second, to 
educate the public in a general way regarding the details of the numerous sub- 
divisions of this great basic industry, both at home and abroad, in the hope that 
the hundreds of thousands who will visit the Palace will tarry long enough to 
grasp the tremendous importance of this industry in the development and settle- 
ment not only of the United States but of the World. 

The aim of this Department has been to illustrate every mineral of economic 
importance, not merely by mineralogical and geological specimens, but by com- 
plete industrial exhibits which begin with the undeveloped mineral resource, end 
with the article sold to the retail trade of the country and show, insofar as pos- 
sible, the intermediate processes of mining, reduction and manufacture. 
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Eispecial attention has been gfven to petroleum and coal, to copper, to lead 
and zinc, to the precious metals, to the gems and semi-precious stones. The iron 
and steel industry is shown by the most comprehensive and complete exhibit 
ever asseraibled; The rarer minerals and processes for their reduction have 
received due attention, particulady the radio-active ores. 

A co-operative metallurgical exhibit has been arranged where standard 
metallurgical methods will be iUurtrated on a worldag scale. An open Metal- 
lurgical Forum will be conducted by the United States Bureau of Mines. It is 
expected that this will prove to be a rendezvous for technical men from all parts 
of the worid and that many importafit problems will be investigated during the 
life of the Expoisition. 

Mining methods are illustrated by a novel and most instructive exhilMt 
beneath the floor of the Palace in THE DEMONSTRATION MINE. The 
leading metal mining companies and coal producers of the United States, and the 
various manufacturers of madiinery and equipment, have joined in a compre- 
hensive exhibit illustrating mine practice. Iron mining on the Iron Ranges of 
Lake Su|>erior, copper mining in Arizona and Montana, lead-silver mining in 
Idaho, gold mining in South Dakota; coal mining on the Pacific Coast, in 
Wyoming, in Pennsylvania and in West Virginia are shown by full size stopes 
and rooms, together with all the incidents^ ^rface and underground equipment — 
a truly educational exhibit. Other types of mining are fully ilhistraled in the 
underground motion picture theatre. Daily demonstrations of mine rescue work 
wiU be given. 

In flbott, the exhibits in the Palace of Mines and Metallurgy are truly 
representative of the important industry which this Department is designed to 
serve. 
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HOW TO LOCATE AN EXHIBIT 

The Palace of Mines and Metallurgy is laid out in blocks, which 
are consecutively numbered from 1 to 36, inclusive, as shown on the 
floor plan. The aisles are designated as streets (First to Seventh), 
running north to south, and as avenues (A to E), from east to west. 
To locate an exhibitor refer to the names, alphabetically arranged 
under the exhibit group to which each belongs in the official classi- 
fication, and note the aisle location following each name. Street and 
Avenue signs are erected at their intersection on the corners of all 
blocks. 

The United States Government exhibits, including Bureau of 
Mines, Geological Survey, United States Mint and United States 
Postoffice, will be found in the northwest comer of the building. 

The Demonstration Mine and the Co-operative Metallurgical 
Exhibit are situated near the main north entrance on Avenue B and 
Fifth Street.
